HUGO  AND  HIS  WIFE. 

Vcliemeiiec  of  flic  AatLor  and  Ilia 
Better  Hulf’a  Placidity. 

M.  Paul  Stopfer  in  the  ^ItTcure  do 
France  quote.s  ii  fragment  of  Victor 
Hugo’s  after  dinner  monologues.  The 
po.se  of  the  man  accustomed  to  au  ex- 
I^octntlon  of  big  utterances,  of  meta¬ 
physical  suggestions,  is  tvell  convoyed 
In  the  quotations.  Victor  Hugo,  it  is 
hardly  neccssaiy  to  observe,  was  dis¬ 
tinctly  a  prophet  In  his  own  country 
as  well  as  abroad.  By  0  In  the  evening, 
says  M.  Stapfer,  Victor  Hugo  luid 
warmed  to  his  work.  He  burst  forth: 

“How  poor,  how  small,  how  ahsuird 
atheism  is!  God  exists.  I  am  mare 
sure  of  his  existence  thaii  I  am  of  my 
own.  If  God  lends  me  sulliclent  length 
of  life  I  want  to  write  a  book  showing 
how  necessary  to  Utc  soul  prayer  I.s— 
how  ueeessary  and  how  etlicacioiis. 
I*er.sou{illy  I  never  pass  four  lioiirs 
\Vilhout  prayer.  I  pray  regularly  ev¬ 
ery  morning  and  evening.  If  I  wake 
in  Hie  night  I  pra^*.  Wliat  do  I  pray 
forV  Strength.  I  know  what  Is  right 
and  what  is  wrong,  hut  I  realize  my 
imperfeetions  and  that  of  ifiyself  I 
have  not  the  strength  to  resist  evil. 
God  surr.ninds  and  uphuld.s  us.  We 
.-ire  iu  him.  From  him  wo  have  life, 
movement,  being.  All  is  created  by 
Idm.  Hut  It  is^  not  true  to  say  that  he 
lias  created  the  world.  He  ereates  it 
uneeasi.igly.  Me  is  the  .soul  of  tlio  uni¬ 
verse.  lie  is  tlio  inliuite  1.  He  is— 
you  are  asleep,  Adcle!” 

The  abrupt  uceusntion  was  hurled  at 
Mr.*^.  Hugo.  Slnee  dinner  she  hud  bcea 
sitting  silently  in  an  armchair,  rather* 
hudilled  and  drawn  up  in  attitude,  her 
chin  resting  on  her  chest,  her  hands 
fol<h*d  on  her  stonnvcli  and  her  eyelids 
elo.^ed.  Her  regular  breathing  had  been 
pliM'^antly  interrupted.  Roused  abrupt¬ 
ly,  injured  inuoceneo  protested  vigor 
eusly  in  N-r  manner,  ‘‘You  dear  g-eat 
thing,  how  could  you  possibly  Imagine 
I  should  go  to  tfieep  while  you  were 
talking’;”

Mack  kept  a  grocery  and  rented  a  room  to 
an  old  soldier  named  Penton.  who,  after, 
aomo  quarelling,  attacked  Mack  and  his 
wife  with  H  pistol  Ho  shot  Mrs.  Mack 
twice,  inflicting  dangerous  wounds  and 
fired  three  times  ineffectively.  Penton 
committed  snicide  when  tho  police  went  to 
arrest  him.  Mrs.  Mack  lived  several  years. 

"Wheeler's  Mills”  was  the  name  of  old 
time  popularity  given  to  the  thriving  little 
town  on  tho  Salmon  River  which  is  the 
metropolis  of  Addington  county.  The 
Wheelers,  who'^'were  the  first  to  settle  on 
the  spot,  came  from  the  states  but  were  of 
English  extraction.  And  Calvin  Wheeler 
it  was,  the  progenitor  of  all  hereabouts  now 
bearing  his  patronymic,  who  named  the 
town  Tamworth.  He  was  a  warm  admirer 
of  Sir  Robert  Peel,  tho  prime  minister  of 
England,  who  eat  in  tho  coramona  (as  did 
his  father  before  him,  and  bia  son  after 
him)  for  tho  ancient  borongb  of  Tamworth 
in  Stratfordshire.  This  high  opinion  of 
the  British  statesman  it  is  alleged,  aocounts 
for  the  old  eettler’s  choice  of  a  name  for  tbe 
then  newly  rising  town. 


Frank  Oliver  member  of  parliament  for 
Edmonton,  was  on  Saturday  swum  in  as 
minister  of  interior,  succeeding  Hon.  Clif¬ 
ford  SiftOD.  It  is  not  definitely  decided 
when  tbe  election  will  be  held,  but  it  will 
be  held  just  as  soon  as  the  notioes  can  be 
got  out.

Hon.  Frank  Oliver,  M  l*.,  represents 
Edmonton,  winning  bia  first  election  in 
ISUG  as  an  independent  and  as  a  liberal  in 
enbaequent  elections.  He  publisher  the 
Bulletin  at  Edmonton,  ie  fifty-two  years 
of  agp,  and  a  native  of  Peel  county,  Ont. 
He  entered  wesi^ern  polities  in  1883  in  the 
Nortb-WoBt  council,  and  was  a  member  of 
tho  Buooeeding  legislative  assembly  from 
188H  to  1896.

DR.  ALLBUTT  SAYS  IT  COMES 
■FROM  CHINA. 

Attack  Always  Sudden,  Some¬ 
times  Making  Men  Helpless 
in  a  Few  Moments. 

The  address  on  Influenza  delivered 
before  the  Hunterian  society  recently 
by  Ih.  Thomas  C.  Allbutt,  professor 
of  medicine  at  Cambridge  university, 
continues  to  be  a  leading  topic  of 
dlfecuasion  among  medical  uieu  in 
In^ngland.  * 

Dr  Allbutt  declared  inlb’  n/a  trav¬ 
els  by  express  trains,  a. id  showed 
how  in  the  spread  of  epidemics  th<^ 
towns  were  attacked  first  at  which 
through  trains  slopped,  w’hilc  the 
smaller  places  servetl  only  by  h*ow 
trains  were  spared  until  lutei’  dust 
as  the  Ganges  was  the  hom«*  of  chol¬ 
era  80  northern  China  wa.s  the  home 
of  influenza,  and  the  opening  of  the 
Tronsslborian  railway  hud  facilitat¬ 
ed  the  spread  of  the  disease  in  the 
great  epidornic  of  1889. 

BROUGHT  TO  AMfCiHCA, 

Bokhara  was  the  point  of  dissem¬ 
ination  into  ICurope.  whence  it  fol¬ 
lowed  the  three  tradi*  ri<ute«.  It 
reached  New  York  from  l.iipland  in 
just  the  time  taken  by  the  fastest 
■rteamer  running  then 

Dr.  Allbutt  believed  (Uily  those 
cases  were  infectious  lu  which  the 
respiratory  organ.s  were  implicated. 
Occaslonaily,  he  said,  irifection  could 
bo  carried  for  a  few  days  about  by 
clothes  Children  were  not  liable  to 
the  disease,  and  If  they  did  catch  it 
they  S'oon  reco\ered.  'The  onset  was 
■udden  .and  sometiiru's  exceedingly  so. 
A  man  riding  fiast  the  professor’s 
house  wus  stricken  .so  suddenly  with 
influenza  that  he  fell  oft  his  horse. 

"Sir  William  Hroadbeut."  said  the 
speaker,  "ha.s  told  me  of  a  patient 
who  drove  in  at  one  gate  of  a  park 
perfectly  well  and  was  pi  o.st  rated  by 
Influen/a  before  he  reached  the  op¬ 
posite  gate.” 

NEW  TYPE  OF  THE  DISEASE. 

The  lecturer  drew  attention  to  a 
new  type  of  the  diseusi*  which  he 
called  "continued  influtn/a.  ”  During 
convalescence  all  the  siioclal  sensa¬ 
tions  Were  afT(*cted.  Thus  he  himself 
Was  fond  of  music,  but  after  an  at¬ 
tack  of  Influenza  ho  went  to  a  concert 
and  could  not  imagine  how  anybody 
could  enjoy  such  noise.  At  the  end 
of  an  hour  of  boredom  he  came  out, 
yet  with  complete  recovery  his  en¬ 
joyment  of  music  came  back  sudden¬ 
ly  and  curiously  enough  together 
with  a  renewed  appetite  for  food. 

Dr.  Allbutt  believed  that  the  mis- 
erv  and  depre.ssion  which  so  often 
follow  influenza  can  be  cut  short  by 
a  jilaln  diet  of  milk  and  vegetable.^. 
Affectionate  ^ives,  he  .said,  dose 
their  husbands  with  bei'f  tea  and 
other  things  supposed  to  strengthen 
but  these  only  delay  recovery.

RUSSIANS  CUT  RAILWAY. 

^  fiom  Uarbin  Miy®:  J>e- 

tacliments  of  Uus«ian  cavalry  are 
actively  recormoitrlxig  the  JapaneiU! 
flanks  and  even  the  rear.  One  of 
Uksm  has  penetrated  the  village  of 
Grdahitzi,  where  it  was  brought  to 
a  rtoj.  by  Japanese  entrenchments. 
Before  retreating,  however,  it  is  said 
to  have  succeeded  In  cutting  the  rail¬ 
way  and  burning  the  station  and 
stores. 

The  detachments  brought  back 
news  that  a  fortnight  ago  a  mixed 
Japanese  divi.‘<ion  of  10,000  men. 
with  artillery,  left  the  Japariese  rear 
and  disappeared  into  Mongolia,  be¬ 
ing  followed  n  few  days  ago  by  an¬ 
other  l^tachnient  of  6,000  men. 
These  tiftops  are  expected  to  appear 
in  the  region  of  Rodun,  which,  un¬ 
fortunately,  is  connected  with  the 
base  by  only  poor  roads. 

Kirin  is  in  the  same  plight,  and  the 
loss  ot  the  narrow  gauge  rolling 
stock  abandoned  at  Mukden  is 
espscially  felt.  Chinese  report  that 
the  Japanese  are  energetically  trans¬ 
porting  .siege  guns  towards  Kirin. 

Heavy  .snow  fell  Friday,  but  it  is 
melting  and  swelling  the  rivers. 

OFFICKHS  PILLORIED. 

A  despatch  from  Ounshu  Pass  (108

RUSSIANS  WKRK  REPULSED. 

A  (le.spatch  from  Tokio  says:  The 
following  report  has  been  received 
from  .Manchurian  army  headqimrters.

We  admire  the  working  of  the  creani 
eeparator,  but  these  things  are  of 
little  practical  help  to  ua  who  only 
want  to  make  good  butter  for  our 
own  tables,  neceeserily  on  a  email 
scale.  We  keep  only  one  or  two 
cows,  and  we  keep  these  merely  be¬ 
cause  we  have  to  in  ord^  to  supply 
our  families  with  milk  and  butter, 
articles  which  we  caxmot  obtain  in 
good  quality  otherwise.  Hundreds 
and  hundreds  are  situated  very  much 
as  I  am.  Tb^  haVe  to  depend  upon 
old  tried  methods  to  make  butter. 
Perhaps  there  ai'e  ton  or  twenty  to 
one  who  can  use  the  newer  and  im¬ 
proved  methods. 

I  well  know  that  creamery  butter 
has  a  high  reputation.  It  brings 
“the  price,’’  but  the  farmers’  butter, 
it  made  right,  also  finds  willing  buy¬ 
ers  often  at  an  advance  over  the 
market.  To  make  good  butter  is 
well  worth  tho  efiort  even  of  the 
farmer  who  has  only  one  cow.  If  I 
can  benefit  this  man  with  what  I 
want  to  say,  my  effort  will  not  be 
in  vain. 

It  is  entirely  out  of  the  question 
for  the  farmer  who  makes  butter  on 
a  small  scale  to  use  cream  softhru- 
tors  or  other  elaborate  machinery. 
He  is  depending  on  the  old  method 
of  “setting’’  milk  in  pan.s,  and  thus 
allowing  the  cream  to  rise.  Some 
farmers  hereabouts  have  of  late 
years  tested  a  difTerent  plan;  that  of 
diluting  the  milk  w’ith  an 

EQUAL  AMOUNT  OF  WATER, 
and  setting  in  a  large  deep  can.  The 
cream  rises  in  them  much  more 
quickly,  the  skim  milk  (and  water) 
is  drawn  off  below.  This  methoa  has 
only  Ihe  one  advantage  to  the  busy 
housewife,  that  it  lessens  her  labors 
slightly  of  washing  utensils,  but  on 
the  whole  it  is  a  losing  game.  Tho 
skim  milk  is  too  much  diluted  for 
culinary  use,  as  well  as  for  stock, 
and  the  butter  thus  made  has  no 
keeping  quality  and  must  be  dispos¬ 
ed  of  at  once.  This  latter  would 
not  be  so  great  a  disadvantage,  for 
no  butter  improves  with  age.  All 
butter  is  best  when  first  made;  but 
the  shrewd  business  man  will  want 
to  get  as  much  money  out  of  his 
product  as  possible,  and  as  long  us 
people  will  pay  more  for  .Tune  but¬ 
ter  in  October  than  in  June,  he 
would  be  short-sighted  to  sell  Jn 
Juno,  would  be  gla^^o  sell  oui- 

butter  as  fast,  as  made  at  the  Oc¬ 
tober  price,  but  under  the  circum¬ 
stances  the  producer  of  butter  w’ho 
is  depending  on  the  regular  market 
holds  his  butter  till  October  to  his 
advantage.  .Summer  butter,  that 
was  made  by  the  deep  can  plan  di¬ 
luting  the  milk  with  water,  cannot 
be  held  at  all.  It  dot*s  not  ke«.‘P 
and  would  not  Ik*  worth  an.y  more 
than  soap  grease  bv  October.  It  has 
to  go  at  the  ruling  i)rice  as  soon  ns 
made.  Hereabouts  such  butter,  no 
matter  how  good  it  may  be,  brings 
from  12  to  14  cents;  in  t)ciol)er  sum- 
nw*r  butter  which  has  fairl.v  well 
kept,  brings  18  to  20  cents.  The.se 
are  facts  ih  it  cannot  be  disputed.  A 
f<‘W  of  the  small  butler  making 
fanners  have  private  customers  who 
pay  them  winter  prices  the  .vear 
round.  They  make  a  good  article, 
but  the  majority  are  dependent  on 
tne  regular  market,  and  must  h.ld 
till  fall  or  lose  money.

practice  should  be  eeverelu  condemn¬ 
ed.  It  abould  come  under  the  same 
l>ead  as  MfuKeratiou  of  other  food 
products.  ‘  It  should  be  forbidden  by 
law.  At  best  It  is  a  dirty,  filthy 
practice,  to  say  nothing  about  the 
dishonesty. 


MOTHER'S  TRAGIC  END. 

Saved  Her  Children  But  Lost  Her 
Own  Life. 

A  Brockvillo  despatch  says:— A 
young  woman  named  Mrs.  D.  R.  Mc- 
Quigge  was  fatally  burned  on  Satzir- 
day  night  at  her  home  here.  At 
9.30  o’clock  she  prepared  to  retire, 
and  was  at  the  front  door  step 
surrounded  by  her  three  small  child¬ 
ren,  aged  nine,  seven  and  one  years. 
Tha.  lost  she  carried  in  her  arms. 
Mrs,  MeQulgge  placed  tho  lamp  on 
the  floor  while  she  turned  to  lock  the 
door,  and  as  she  did  so  the  baby 
dropped  a  bottle,  smashing  the 
lamp.  The  coal  oil  immediately  Igni¬ 
ted.  The  unfortunate  woman  at¬ 
tempted  to  stamp  out  the  flame  with 
her  feet,  and  the  lire  spread  to  her 
clothing.  'Fhe  woman  heroically 
thrust  the  two  older  children  out¬ 
side,  and  carrying  tho  baby  at  arm's 
length  threw  it  on  the  lawn.  By 
this  time  she  was  a  mass  of  flames 
from  head  to  foot.  Crying  in  des¬ 
pair  her  plight  was  discovered  by  a 
man  named  Blaiu,  who  removed  his 
overcoat  and  wrapped  it  about  her. 
Neighbors  brought  quilts,  aiid  in  this 
wa.v  tho  flro  was  put  out,  but  it  was 
too  late  to  save  her  life.  She  was 
terribly  burned  from  head  to  foot. 
She  was  removed  to  the  hospital  and 
died  in  great  agony  at  8  o'clock  on 
Sunday  morning.  She  was  32  years 
of  age,  and  is  .survived  by  her"  hus¬ 
band,  who  had  gone  to  work  on  a 
railway  construction  near  Guelph 
two  weeks  ago.  The  house  was 
slightly  dj^aged,  the  fire  brigade  be¬ 
ing  on  the  scene. 


DEATH  TO  THE  CZAR. 

Demonstration  at  Funeral  of 
Workman  Shot  by  Police. 

A  St.  I’etersburg  despatch  says:— 
Arrests  in  connection  with  the  un- 
re.st  prevailing  througdout  the  coun¬ 
try  continue  to  be  made.  'ITio  wife 
of  a  promfneut  Moscow  physician  i.s 
among  the  latest  prisuners  to  be 
taken.  Tho  reason  for  ner  incarcera¬ 
tion  is  unknown.  It  is  stated  that 
several  members  of  the  Medical  Com¬ 
mission  sitting  in  Moscow  have  been 
arre.sted.  Some  of  the  delegate.**  to 
this  couuni.ssion  have  been  extremely 
oui.spoken  in  their  advocacy, of  liberal 
ideas 

There  was  a  demonstration  by  six 
thousand  workmen  on  Friday  in  the 
Village  of  Smolensk,  nine  miles  from 
St.  I’etersburg,  the  octasion  being 
the  funeral  of  a  comrade  who  had 
been  shot  by  tho  police,  'i'he  Social¬ 
ists  engineered  the  affair.  Rt*d  flags 
were  carried,  revolutionary  leaflets 
Were  distributed,  and  there  were  fre¬ 
quent  shouts  of  “Down  with  the  au¬ 
tocracy,”  aud  'Death  to  the  Czar- 
assassin.’’  ,\gilalors  harangued  the 
crowd,  urging  the  men  to  arm  them- 
.selves.  'rhelr  hearers  raised  their 
hands  and  swore  to  avenge  their 
murdered  comrade.  As  the  proce.ssiou 
inovtHl  from  the  cemetery  revolution¬ 
ary  songs  were  s\ing.  and  many  of 
the  crowd  indulged  in  seditious 
shouts  A  large  body  of  police  and 
troops  inteicepted  tho  procession  in 
its  homeward  march,  and  sfter  seiz¬ 
ing  the  banners,  dispersed  the  mal- 
coutentb.  There  was  no  lighting.

NATURALIZATION  LAWS. 

An  amendment  will  be  made  to  tha 
Naturalisation  Act  tbia  seMion,  oo 
an  to  make  it  easier  for  new  settler* 
to  tike  out  their  naturallKatioa 
pai>ers.  At  present  the  procoeiling 
involves  the  employment  of  a  la^- 
ycr'ii  services,  which  probably  will 
tK*  do’ic  away  with  in  the  no'w  Act. 

W,ATER  METERS. 

The  Inland  Revenue  Act  will  lie 
amended  so  as  to  provide  for  an  of¬ 
ficial  test  of  all  water  meters  usimI 
throughout  the  country.  Each  meter 
will  be  verified  by  the  Department  «>( 
Inland  Revenue  before  being  put  into 
use. 

MAPLE  SUGAR  IMPURE. 

Ilia  Inland  Revenue  Department 
will  shortly  publish  the  results  of  an 
analysis  of  maple  sugar  and  syrup 
samples.  'The  examination  showed 
that  it  is  practically  impossible,  to 
obtain  pure  goods  of  this  class  in 
the  cities.  Almost  the  only  unadul- 
tcrali<l  samples  were  a  few  taken 
from  farmers. 

TO  FIGHT  TUBERCULOSIS. 

'The  Senate  discussed  Mr.  Edwards’ 
motion  in  favor  of  steps  being  taken 
to  counteract  the  ravages  of  tubor- 
culosis  in  Canada. 

Mr.  Beiquo  proposed  the  resolution 
should  read:  '"That  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Senate  tho  time  had  arrived 
when  the  State  should  toko  some 
active  steps  to  lessen  the  widespread 
suffering  and  groat  iikortality  amonf^ 
the  people  of  Canada,  caused  by  tho 
various  forms  of  tuberculosis.”  and 
that  conferences  be  arranged  between 
tho  Dominion  and  I’rovlncial  Gov¬ 
ernments  so  that  the  be.sl  methods  of 
fighting  the  ravages  of  the  disease 
may  be  arrived  at. 

Mr.  Edwards  said  he  would  accept. 
Mr.  Beique’s  amendmmt,  and  after 
the  motion  is  disposed  of  move  for 
a  commission. 

FROM  LAKES  TO  SI '.ABOARD. 

Mr,  Emerson  informed  the  House 
in  committee  that  a  bill  will  be  in¬ 
troduced  to  amend  the  Itnilway  .\ct 
to  enable  tho  GovernmeiiL  io  taUo 
running  rights  over  the  (’anuda  At¬ 
lantic  from  Parry  Sound  to  Coteau 
Junction  and  over  tho  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  from  Coteau  to  it.s  termui- 
al  at  Montreal  'The  comi'iui.^-ut  ion 
was  to  be  fixe*l  by  the  Railway  Com¬ 
mission,  and  also  the  regulations  fur 
running  the  Intercolonial  Railway 
train.s.  'The  rates  between  Montreal 
and  Parry  Sound  would  be  subject 
to  the  control  of  that  commission, 
but  the  commission  would  not  con¬ 
trol  the  rales  over  the  Intercolonial 
Raflwuy  from  Montreal  cast.

I'rom  the  butter  dealers'  slan  i- 
point  there  is  one  great  drawimek 
about  his  butter  bu‘iiness-,  vl/.;  a 
large  amount  of  butter  made  by 
farmers  is  poor,  particularly 
3'HE  WIN3T:ii  PRODUCT. 

It  .seems  to  me  that  this  need  not 
be  so.  The  most  oi  farmers  know* 
how  to  ftvd  their  cows,  but  man.v 
miss  it  becau.se  they  do  not  take  any 
pains  to  keep  them  clean.  If  cows 
are  neglected  in  this  direction,  filth 
-will  find  its  way  into  the  milk  pail 
more  or  le.ss  and  from  such  pollut<*d 
milk  oven  b«  st  ert  amery  could 

not  make  goot^^tter. 

Milk  pails  are  i^v-swlays  .so  con- 
structetJ  as  to  keep  the  dirt  out  of 
the  milk.  .Strainers,  eoiton  and 
chcHise  cloth,  arc  ii.sed  to  prevent  for¬ 
eign  substances  dropping  into  the 
milk.  A  similar  pail  was  oPfered  for 
sale  many  years  ago.  We  di<l  not 
like  it.  .Still  this  one  may  be  bet¬ 
ter  and  mo're  practical.  However,  if 
i»i  th«*  first  place  no  dirt  is  allowed 
to  get  into  the  pail  or  on  tho 
strainer,  it  will  be  very  much  bet- 
t  r.  This  can  be  accomplished  by 
keeping  the  cows  perfectly  clean. 
Many  cow*s  have  never  made  the  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  brush,  curry-comb  or 
sponge  and  hot  water;  a  liberal  use 
of  these  things  might  make  quite  a 
dilTerence  with  the  cows  and  the  but¬ 
ter.  There  is  always  .some  litter  on 
a  cow  after  .she  has  b(|cn  lying 
down.  ThtM’P  are  loos.^  htrtrs  and 
dead  skin  in  the  form  of  s<’ales.  etc. 
1'hes<*  things  need  removing  fifteen 
or  twenty  uiinutes  before  milking 
time.  When  one  attends  to  his  cows 
thus  regularly  twice  a  day,  only  a 
few*  minutes  nre  re  (Uired  each  time. 
It  is  c.sseutlal  that  we  wait  some 
fift<.*en  minutes  after  this  and  before 
we  milk,  so  ns  to  give  the  stirred  up 
dust  sufficient  time  to  settle,  or  else 
some  of  this  would  Impart  undesir- 
uble  flavor  lo  the  milk,  I  always 
want  to  lake  a  l>.ill  with  hot  water 
with  me  when  T  go  to  the  cow 
.‘Stable  to  milk.  With  a  cloth  or 
sponge  the  udders  should  be  washed 
and  rubbed.  With  a  dry  cloth  I  fin¬ 
ish  up  the  job.  Nothing  w'ill  rernovo 
dirt  and  scales  an.v  more  elTectivoly 
or  prepare  the  udder  any  better  for 
the  operation  of  drawing  the  milk 
from  it. 

IT  WARMS  AND  SOFTENS  T'P. 
Producing*  butter  on  so  small  a 
scale,  we  have  no  separate  milk 
room,  but  w’e  .set  the  milk  during 
th<-  cold  season  on  shelves  in  tho 
pantry,  which  Is  otT  from  our  sitting 
room,  and  we  can  grotty  well  regu¬ 
late  the  temperature  in  the  pantry 
by  partially  opening  the  door  when 
we  dwm  it  necessary.  (.’reaiii  can¬ 
not  \ye  expected  to  H.se  in  a  cold 
room  where  it  freezes  at  nigiit.  and 
the  cream  in  the  pail  does  not  ripen 
as  it  should. 

Many  people  who  are  situated  as 
we  are  have  trouble  in  cream  dryinp. 

It  becomes  hard,  and  no  amount  of 
churning  can  convert  it  into  butter. 
It  goes  into  lh<;  hulterinilk,  or  may 
appear  as  white  .specks  in  the^utter. 
We  have  hit  on  a  simple  dtTice  to 
prevent  this;  that  is.  wife  has.  She 
has  cut  heavy  wrapping  paper  in 
squares  large  enough  lo  cover  a 
pan:  then  she  has  glued  two  little 
pine  sticks  to  each  one  to  give  .stllT- 
ne.ss.  About  nn  hour  after  the  warm 
milk  has  bean  poured  into  the  i)ans 
it  is  covered  up  with  these  cheap, 
hut  effective,  covers  and  left  thus 
till  the  cream  is  ready  to  be  remov¬ 
ed  to  tho  cream  pall.  Almost  no 
drying  occurs.  Wo  churn  often,  oven 
when  wo  have  little  cream,  and  make 
very  palatable  butter,  notwithstanff- 
ing  that  our  two  cows  now  are  at 
the  end  of  their  lacteal  period. 

Our  butter  at  the  present  time  is 
of  a  rather  pale  color  as  compared 
with  our  summer  btitter.  but  it  is 
none  the  worse  for  that.  1  have

EPIDEMIC  IN  HULL 

Doctors  Puzzled  by  Ravages  of  In¬ 
testinal  Grip, 

•An  Ottawa  dc.spatch  says:  Tho 
City  of"^  Hull  i.s  atfiicKd  by  an  epi¬ 
demic  of  intestinal  grip,  which  is 
producing  really  appalling  results. 
1-ast  week  there  were  46  deaths  in 
the  city  diie  to  this  disi-ase;  the  week 
before  there  were  34;  in  two  months 
there  have  been  310  deaths  due  to 
this  one  cause.  Of  tho  latter  figu:*e 
159  Were  of  adult. s  and  151  wer  -  i.f 
children,  .showing  that  the  diseas-  is 
not  ctinfincil  to  the  young.  3'he  popu¬ 
lation  oM-he  place  declared  by  th.;

After  the  first 
week  was  past,  there  was  an  average 
d.creaso  in  yield  for  every  day’s  delay 
in  se'ding  of  about  one  and  one- 
half  bushels  of  oats,  one  bashol  of 
barley,  one  half  buthel  of  spring 
wheat,  and  o:jo  third  bushel  of  peas 
per  acre. 

According  to  the  results  of  experi¬ 
ments  conducted  at  the  College  for 
sevsry,!  years,  there  are  advantages  in 
growing  grains  in  mixtures  for  the 
production  of  green  fodder,  dry  fodder 
or  threslitd  grain.  For  fodder  pur¬ 
poses  a  mixture  of  Siberian  or 
Banner  oats  and  Prussian  Blue  oi 
Golden  Vine  Peas  in  the  proportion 
of  two  bushels  of  outs  and  one  bushel 
of  peas  per  acre  has  given  good  satis, 
faction.  For  the  purpose  of  grain 
production,  however,  an  early  oat  such 
as  the  Daubtney  or  Alas-ka,  when 
mixed  with  the  Mand  scheuri  barley 
in  the  proportion  of  one  bushel  (34  lbs) 
of  oats  and  one  bushel  (48  lbs)  of 
barley  per  avre  has  given  better 
rasults  than  either  a  lighter  or 
heavier  seeding. 

It  is  probable  that  there  is  an  annual 
loss  of  fully  three  million  bushels  of 
oats  in  Ontario  through  the  injury  to 
the  crop  caused  by  sjnut.  Thia  could 
he  largely  prevented  if  the  seei  oats 
were  immtr.-ed  for  twenty  minutes  in 
a  solution  made  hy  mixing  one  pint  of 
formaldehyde  (formalin)  in  from  forty 
to  /orty-five  gallons  of  w’ater.  This 
solutiou  has  tha  potver  of  killing  the 
spores  of  smut  and  leaving  the  oats 
uninjured.  If  the  treatment  is  made 
sevei.il  days  before  seeding  takes  place 
the  oats  should  be  spread  on  a  floor 
and  ilujppnghly  dried,  but  if  if  it  is

THE  BELTED  PLAID. 


Wkfl  tli«  OrUriaal  Dmm  of  tk« 

^  Til#  bri^^inal  dress  of  tbe  highlander 
was  the  belted  plaid.  This  was  & 
piece  of  tartan^  cloth,  two  yards  broad 
and  four  long,  which  was'  drawn 
around  the  waist  in  nicely  adjusted 
folds  and  tightly  buckled  with  a  belt 
The  '  lower  part  came  down  to  «tbe 
knees  in  much  the  same  manner  as 
the  modem  kjlt  while  the  upper  part 
was  drawn  up  and  adjusted  to  the  left 
shoulder,  so  .  that  the  right  arm  might 
be  perfectly  free.  This  upper  part  was 
the  plaid,  which  was  used  as  a- covering 
for  the  shoulders  and  body  in  w^t 
weather,  and  when  the  use  of  both 
arms  was  required  it  was  fastened 
across  the  breast  with  a  brooch,,  often 
curiously  enriched.  A  brooch  was  also 
used  to  fasten  the  plaid  on  the  left 
shoulder.  To  attire  himself  in  the  belt¬ 
ed  plaid  required  on  the  part  of  the 
highlander  no  small  amount  of  dexteri¬ 
ty.  Tlie  usual  way  was  to  lay  it  on 
the  floor  and  after  carefully  arranging 
the  folds  to  lie  down  upon  it  and  then 
buckle  it  on.  Tlie  lower  end  was  fas¬ 
tened  at  the  right  hip.  The  utility  of 
such  a  dress  in  the  highlands  Is  ob¬ 
vious,  for  the  plaid  rendered  the  man 
Indifferent  to  storins  and  preparetl  to 
pass  a  night  In  the  ojien  air  in  the 
most  Inclement  weather,  while  the  loose 
undergarment  enabled  him  to  wade 
rivers  or  ascend  mountains  with  equal 
ease.  It  was  thus  peculiarly  adapted 
to  the  warrior,  the  hunter  and  the 
shepherd.— Lond^  Mall. 

PRAIRIE  DOGS. 


Choked  Up  n  River  While  Trttvellftflr 
From  Okluliumn  to  Texan. 

“The  prairie  dog  uilgratlon  from 
Oklahoma  to  southwesteru  Texas  dur¬ 
ing  July,  1874,  eclipsed  auythlug  of 
that  sort  witnessed  by  white  men  in 
this  country,”  said  a  veteran  who  saw 
it.  ‘‘Millions  of  the  frisky  little  bark¬ 
ers  must  have  been  in  (pie-st  of  now 
pastures  or  perhaps  feared  the  ap¬ 
proaching  legions  of  homo  seekers 
would  surely  exterminate  the' dogs  and 
plow  up  the  dog  towus.  The  iirairie 
dog  migration  from  the  north  to  the 
southwest  lasted  six  days  during  the 
mouth  of  July,  1874.  The  traveling 
dogs  while  crossing  the  Ited  river  in¬ 
terfered  to  a  great  extent  witli  the 
cattle  that  camo  to  that  stream  to 
quench  their  tliirst.  Some  cowboys 
that  were  on  the  banks  of  Ued  river 
during  the  time  when  the  prairie  dogs 
swam  across  say  that  the  stream  was 
chock  full  of  the  little  rascals  for 
many  miles  up  and  dowu  the  river. 
The  thirsty  cattle  were  either  unabll^ 
or  unwilling  to  stick  their  mouths  into 
the  water  through  the  moving  mass  of 
living  prairie  dogs.  The  cowboys  were 
gettiug  ready  to  drive  tlio  f  imishing 
stock  to  a  distant  stream,  but  tlie  Ued 
river  bceame  clear  of  the  ri*i)elling 
swimmers  after  blocking  the  lueful 
drinking  place  for  about  a  week.  It 
was  generally  suiiiiosed  that  the  dog.s 
halted  wheu  they  hud  reached  the 
staked  plaius  of  Texas.”-  ^

It  la  in 
the  abape  of  if  parabolic  curve,  ending 
In  an  elliptical  arch,  with  aides  par¬ 
allel  to  its  OEia,  perfectly  smooth  and 
covered  with  a  alight  gtalactltlc  Incrua- 
tatioD  that  renders  Its  repercuaalona 
amazingly  sonorous.  It  is  04  feet  high, 
from  17  to  35  In  breadth  and  187  deep. 
It  has  an  awful  and  gloomy  appear¬ 
ance,  which,  with  its  singular  shape, 
pertiaps  gave  rise  to  the  popular  and 
amusing  paradox  that  Dionysius  bad  it 
constructed  for  the  confluement  of 
those  whom  he  deemed  inimical  to  hls 
authority  and  that  from  tho  little 
apartment  above  he  could  hear  all  the 
conversation  among  the  captives  who 
were  brought  to  the  ancient  town  of 
Syracuse  in  the  time  of  its  splendor, 
when  it  was  the  largest  In'  SiCjlly.  The 
sound  of  words  uttered  yrith  a  low 
voice  is  augmented  in  vaults  or  gal¬ 
leries  so  os  to  become  audible  at  a  con¬ 
siderable  dl.stance  from  the  speaker. 

A  like  effect  takes  place  in  a-  less  de¬ 
gree  when  sound  ascends  from  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  a  deep  well  orvwhen  words  are 
uttered  at  one  extremity  of  a  long  cor¬ 
ridor  or  pas.sago  in  a  building.  If  a 
pin  be  droppetl  into  a  well  tho  sound 
produced  when  it  strlke.s  the  water  Is 
distinctly  heard  nt  ttio  moirth  or  the 
sounds  of  words  spoken  near  the  sur¬ 
face  of  any  well  Is  similarly  augment¬ 
ed.

yfhea  we  look  at  the  map  and  oee 
how  narrow  is  the  strip  of  water 
that  eeparatee  our  dear  old  England 
from  her  continental  neighbors  we 
are  tempted  to  wonder  what  It  is 
thtt  has  for  so  long  kept  our  island 
inviolate,  how  it  is  that  in  theea 
days  of  swift  steam-navies  the  coun¬ 
try’s  soil  has  never  been  pressed  by 
the  foot  of  an  invader  says  Pearson’s 
Weekly. 

lbs  answ'ei*  to  this  query  is  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Channel  Fleet. 

And  yet  there  have  been  times 
when,  had  the  British  public  realised 
the  weakness  of  this  defence,  they 
would  have  trembled  for  their  secur¬ 
ity. 

Eighteen  ^'ears  ago,  the  year  of  all 
the  pomp  and  glory  of  the  J.'ibilee, 
the  position  of  England  as  regards 
her  Empire  of  the  seas  was  a  very 
precarious  one. 

Lord  George  Hamilton’s  Naval 
Defence  Act  had  not  yet  been  intro¬ 
duced,  and  the  guardianship  of  the 
Channel  was  intrusted  to  a  squadron 
of  old  vessels,  ranging  from  the 
Agincourt,  built  as  far  back  as  1S68, 
to  the  Tconeraire,  of  1870, 

Vico-Admiral  Sir  W.  N.  W.  Hewett 
flow  his  fliag  on  the  old  Sultan,  a 
ship,  which  was  a  couple  of  years 
later  to  suffer  wreck  on  the  island  of 
Comtno,  in  the  Mediterranean,  and 
which  was  replaced  as  flagship  In  the 
following  year  by  the  Northumber¬ 
land. 

SOME  STRANGE  CRAFT. 

Curious  old  boats  they  were,  crit¬ 
icised  in  their  day  because  of  the 
great  target  they  ofTered  to  the  guns 
of  the  enemy,  and  the  difficulty  they 
had,  owing  to  their  Immense  length, 
in  performing  the  necessary'  turning 
evolutions  at  all  rapidly. 

The  Northumberland,  n^w  a  depot 
ship  at  Chatham,  cairied  no  fewer 
than  five  masts,  and  there  is  a  story 
told  of  how  once  in  thick  weather 
outside  Plymouth  the  captain  of  an¬ 
other  vessel  coming  across  her  wait¬ 
ed  until  three  masts  had  passed,  and 
then  bteaiped  ahead  thinking  he  had 
come  to  the  end  of  her,  only  to  find, 
when  the  inevitable  cc^lision  occ,urr- 
•<1.  that  there  were  yet  two  more 
masts  to  come. 

Sails  still  played  aa  Important 
part  In  the  movements  of  these  ves¬ 
sels.  and  the  whole  squadron  crept 
along  at  a  pace  of  from  eight  to 
ten  knots  an  hour. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  de¬ 
cade  of  the  nineteenth  centur>'  sweep¬ 
ing  change.*!  were  made  In  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Navy,  and  all  of 
these  ships  were  sent  into  the  reserve, 
the  Northumberland  going  to  Port¬ 
land  to  become  the  flagship  of  the 
ill-fated  Sir  George  Tyron. 

FOUR  POWERFUL  SbiPS. 

In  their  stead  four  battleships  of 
the  old  Admiral  class  formed  the 
Channel  Squadron,  the  Camperdown, 
Anson,  Howe,  and  Rodney,  together 
with  the  then  new  belted  cruisers. 
Aurora  and  Immortalite.  This  was  a 
powerful  combination  for  thosie  days, 
and  Sir  Michael  Culme-Seymour,  who 
was  in  command,  had  under  his  or¬ 
ders  a  Hcpiadron  os  powerful  as  any 
then  afloat,  with  the  single  exception 
of  o>ur  own  Mediterranean  Fleet. 

Even  now,  fifteen  years  later,  those 
vessels  might  give  a  very  good  ac¬ 
count  of  themselveo  in  time  of  war, 
and  many  Naval  officers  would  read¬ 
ily  take  them  Into  action  against 
such  shir)H  as  those  compilKing  the 
motley  array  of  'Admiral  Hodjeatveu- 
sky. 

Thu.s  matters  remained  until  1893, 
when  the  Campordown  and  Anson 
were  sent  to  reinforce  o.ur  fleet  In 
the  Modii orranean,  the  former  to  fly 
the  flag  of  ^  Hear-.\dmiral  Markham 
on  that  terrible  clay  in  June,  when 
one  of  England's  finest  warships  was 
S(*nt  to  the  bottom  of  the  harbor  of 


Admlnal  Wilsoa.  the  lattar  was 
pointad  to  tha  Homs  Flsat*  and 
soon  brought  this  fores  into  a  higher 
mU  at  efiteiency  than  it  had  ow 
been  in  before. 

The  two  CbUfan  battknhApe,  par- 
chased  by  the  Qov«mmanb-4or  tkeir 
size  tha  most  powerful  ironclnds 
*floaWwsrs  added  to  this  fdree, 
which  has  now  under  tbs  new 
of  Admiralty  orgaidsatiOn 
the  rear  Channel  Fleet,  the  old 
squadron  of  that  naipe  b^ag  ro- 
christsQsd  the  Atlantic  Fleet,  with 
headquarters  at*  Gibraltar. 

Wit^  such  flno  forces  at  her  com¬ 
mand,  Britain  need  nover  undergo 
the  loart  fear  of  invasion,  and  the 
imposi  ag  array  of  war  vi*seels  that 
assembled  at  Portland  at  the  time  of 
the  North  Sea  outrage  was  enough  to 
reassure  the  most  timorous  as  to 
the  safety,  so  far  as  Britain  was 
concerned,  of  the  crowddA  waters  of 
the  Channel. 

Groat  Britain  is  now  indisputably 
the  Mistress  of  the  Seas,  and  when 
we  gaze  with  admiration  on  the  mag¬ 
nificent  w’arships  of  Sir  Arthur- Kny- 
vet  Wilson  we  are  forced  to  marvel 
at  the  change  that  a  period  of  less 
than  twenty  years  has  brought  forth.

THE  UAMT  USES  TO  WHICH 
CORN  IS  PUT. 

Products  of  Value  in  Various 
Brsakfast  Foods  and 
Battlsships. 

No  othsr  great  crop  has  so  many 
diversified  uses  as  Indian  corn  and 
this  diversity,  together  with  the  di¬ 
versity  to  which  it  luads,  is  largely 
the  reason  why  it  forms  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  Uncle  Sam’s  agricultural 
pro.iperity.

ITie  cotton-grower  of  the  south 
cannot  utilize  his  crop  himseH.  He 
has  uo  choice  but  to  sell  it,  and  it 
goes  into  the  cotton  mills. 

But  with  corn  It  is  diflereiit.  The 
corn-grower  sells  httle  of  his  pro¬ 
duct, 

The  money  centres  do  not  Agcire  on 
furnishing  funds  “to  move  the  corn 
crop”  each  year,  as  they  do  cotton 
and  wheat.  The  greater  part  of  the 
corn^crop  is  kept  by  the  farmer  him¬ 
self.  and  when  it  goes  to  market  it 
goes  “on  the  bool”  Mllldons  of  cat¬ 
tle  and  swine  and  sheep  are  fattened 
on  it,  and  furnish  to  the  people  of 
the  earth  tbo  muscles  and  sinew 
which  come  from  oating  meat. 

VARIOUS  OTHER  USES. 

While  meat  is  the  principal  end  of 
most  corn,  its  uses  for  other  pur¬ 
poses  are  almost  legion.  \  coUKider- 
able  amount  is  ground  into  meal  and 
is  .served  on  the  tablea  of  America 
each  morning  as  corn  bread  or  cakes. 

It  forms  the  principal  constituent 
in  some  of  the  numerous  breakfast 
foods  which  the  American  people  con¬ 
sume 

A  great  amount  of  the  spirits  man¬ 
ufactured  in  America  comes  from 
corn,  and  much  of  the  starch  also. 

Several  million  bushels  are  canned 
each  year  for  food  for  the  human 
rate  during  the  winter  months. 

Pipes  are  made  of  the  cobr.  which 
are  al-so  valuable  as  fuel. 

Great  quantities  of  syrup  are  manu- 
faclurifd  from  the  stalks  when  green, 
as  the  juice  is  rich  in  sugar.

HINDOO  FAKIR'S  TRICKS 

OOVJXmXNO  SHAKES  AlTD  MOV- 
KEYS  FBOK  UNDER  CLOTB. 

Att«mpt  to  Fhotofraph  Tkooe  Zl* 
lutiont  Produces  an  Empty 
puts. 

Hindo  fakirs,  or  "adepts/'  owing 
periiapo  to  their  intense  k>ve  for 
solitary  meditation,  seem  to  have 
aqquired  a  strange  power  over  the 
human  ndnd,  by  means  of  which 
they  cause  people  to  see  things  that 
are  not  visible  and  hear  sounds  that 
do  not  exist.  Hypnotism  is  the 
only  answer  to  many  things  that 
seem  to  occur  in  tho  presence  of 
these  remarkable  folk  of  th^  mystic 
cult.  A  ship  captain  tells  the  fol¬ 
lowing  story'of  occurreoces  which  he 
wltnessdd-^r  thought  bo  did — al¬ 
though  acknowledging  afterward 
that  he  was  deluded:

CAUSE  OF  RABIES. 

-  ^ 

Microscope  Has  Not  Yet  Discover¬ 
ed  the  Terrible  Germ. 

Rabies  appears  as  much  a  mystery 
as  ever,  de.spite  the  large  amount  oi 
work  that  has  been  done  by  Dasteur 
and  his  distinguished  pupils,  and 
more  recently  by  the  United  Stales 
Department  of  .Agriculture,  through 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 
SVashington,  D.  ('.,  is  one  of  the 
plague  spots  of  the  country,  .so  far 
ns  rabies  is  concerned,  so  that  the 
officials  have  ample  opportunity  fur 
its  study.  'I'hc  feeling  th;;t  existed 
some  years  ago  that  rabies  was  a 
purely  imaginary  disca.se,  resulting 
from  an  excited  bruin,  has  been  '.•!!- 
Hrely  dispelled  by  the  recently  ex- 
I}erimental  work  of  the  departineut 
which  is  so  conclusive  u.s  to  render 
such  au  attitude  no  longer  tenable. 

'rho  exact  urgarisrn  that  produces 
the  disvusc*  has  never  been  isolated, 
but  that  it  docs  exist  is  demonstra¬ 
ble  in  many  ways  by  inoculation  e.\- 
periments..  As  an  ex'ample.  the  bruin 
tissue  of  a  colored  woman  who  had 
bcA  bitten  by  a  stray  collie  w'hile 
croXiiig  a  lot  in  VVashii.gio  i.  and 
who  siibseqUeiiLly  died  from  a  well 
dofined  case  of  rabit»s,  was  used  for 
the  prejiarutlou  of  an  inoculating 
solution,  sub.scqiJcnlly  Injected  into  a 
aumber  of  full  grown  rabbits.  While 
the  inoculation  woumls  healed  quick, 
ly,  the  anlninks  apiicaring  as  lively 
as  usual  for  a  few  da>s  all  eventual¬ 
ly  HUccfiirnbed  to  rabies  In  from  two 
to  throe  weeks,  this  being  the  cus¬ 
tomary  period  of  Incubation  of  the 
rubies  germ.  'IHvo  rabbits  used  as 
chock  Controls  were  inoculated  at  the 
same  time  with  solution  made  from 
healthy  brain  tissue,  and  these  ani¬ 
mals  lived  for  many  months,  and 
were  eventually  chloroformed. 

M'hatever  the  mocro-organism  that 
causes  the  disease,  it  .“tvinu  proba¬ 
ble  that  it  is  e.xtreniely  minute,  sumo 
.authorlti(>a  believing  it  •./»  be  i.Rra- 
luiri'oscopio.

To 
supply  .lohn  Bull  with  hfs)  beer  keeps 
nearly  0,000  brewers  busy  the  whole 
year  round,  and  of  these  eight  brew 
over  1,000,000  barrels  a  year  and 
ten  produce  over  600,000;  while  la 
England  and  Wales  alone  there  are 
over  108,000  housos  licensed  for  the 
supply  of  the  beverage. 

.Although  the  German  is  credited 
with  an  abnormal  thirst  for  beer,  the 
Briton  can  give  him  three  gallons  a 
yt'or  and  still  beat  him;  while  for 
every  glass  the  American  drinks  he 
consumes  tw’o  and  has  made  a  good 
start  on  number  three.— London  Tit- 
Hits.

CATTLE  GIRLS. 

They  Tend  Herds  in  the  Postures 
of  Scandinavia. 

Ijife  in  all  its  primitivoness  is  to 
be  found  in  Scandinavia,  but  in  no 
pari  perhaps  is  it  more  simple  than 
in  Dalecerlia.  Tlio  pastures  there  ore 
rich,  and  consequently  the  raising  of 
cuttle  Is  the  chief  industry. 

'I'he  girls  of  the  farm  take  care  of 
the  cow.s,  sheep  and  goats,  leading 
them  to  the  pastures  early  in  the 
morning,  guiding  them  by  voice  or 
horn  to  spots  where  the  gross  grows 
richest.  At  her  girdle  she  carries  a 
bag  of  salt.  which  she  dispense* 
among  the  heni,  every  one  of  which 
answers  to  its  name  when  called. 

'I'he  cattle  girl  is  industrious,  and 
as  she  leads  her  flock  she  knits  at  a 
stocking,  singing  as  she  w’alks.  When 
she  reaches  a  good  grazing  ground 
she  .seats  herself  on  a  stump  or  stone 
iun(l  Knits  away  till  sunset.  For  Isc- 
jeheon  she  eats  a  slice  of  broad  amd 
(Irink.s  milk,  which  she  gets  either 
ifrom  a  gout  or  cow,  according  to 
icircunistanccs. 

Should  any  of  her  charges  stray 
afar  she  blows  her  horn  to  call  It 
back.  At  sundown  she  conducts  her 
luTd  homeward,  where  ths  cows  and 
goats  are  milked  and  then  housed  for 
the  night. 

Picturesque  is  the  dross  of  thes* 
daughters  of  Dalecarlia— a  blue  skirt 
w'ith  a  dark  iiodlco  and  a  gayly  strip¬ 
ed  apron.  'Fho  dre»s  U  short,  and 
the  .stockings,  of  which  they  are  very 
vain,  are  embroidered  in  glowing 
Colors.  Smart  caps  of  black  axvd  red 
complete  the  costume. 

These  girls  are  as  good  as  they  are 
Industrious,  and  are  of  great  bolp 
t^)  their  parents,  churning  butter, 
titaking  chee.se  and  helping  In  the  g«a- 
eifttl  work  of  the  farm.

The  workshops  are  all  wonderfully 
interesting.  There  is  one  fori  the 
weaving  and  testing  of  the  vam  net¬ 
work  of  cordage  that  confines  the  en¬ 
velope  of  the  balloon;  another  for 
the  construction  of  the  wicker  cars 
of  all  sizes;  a  third  for  brass  turn¬ 
ing.  and  so  on. 

When  all  the  departments  of  the 
balloon  factories  have  done  their 
part  toward  forming  one  of  these 
monsters,  these  parts  are  rapidly 
put  together  in  a  shed  or  barn  of 
great  height  and  spaciousness.  The 
enormous  cover  is  laid  on  the  floor, 
the  bewildering  afea  of  cordage  laid 
over  it,  and  then  the  centre  of  the 
envelope  is.  Hoisted  to  the  roof  and 
work  begun  on  the  lower  part  of  the 
huge  machine.  Usually  at  this  stage 
a  wagonload  of  tubes  of  gas  arrives 
from  the  chemical  department,  and  a 
preliminary  filling  is  begun  to  sec 
whether  the  skins  leak  at  all  at  the 
joinings. 

Wagonloads  of  these  tubes  accom¬ 
pany  every  military  balloon  In  the 
field,  whether  it  be  of  the  "free"  or 
"captive"  variety.  In  connection 
with  the  factory,  too.  there  are 
schools  of  military  photography  and 
cartography,  and  in  these  branches 
of  military  science  young  ofAcera 
qualify  themselves  for  special  ser¬ 
vice.

I  of  cancer. 

THE  OTHKK  SIDE.

Various  chemical  experlmenti 
he  said,  which  had  been  made  in  the 
Cancer  Deportment  of  the  Berlin 
Charity  Hospital,  also  confirmed  the 
parasitic  nature  of  cancer.

Tbt  art  of  ahammiBg  dioeoM  has 
reached  a  high  level  of  perfection. 
This  is  mainly  to  be  attributed  to 
the  fact  that  the  rewards  of  profi¬ 
ciency  ore  great.  Fresh  in  the  minds 
of  all  is  th^  receoLcose  of  a  pro¬ 
fessional  beggar  in  of  Lon¬ 

don  whose  voluntarily  iMitetif  limbs 
stirred  up  the  lively  compassion  of 
the  possersby,  even  of  the  poor,  so 
that  charitable  gifts  flowed  into  bis 
ready 

This  case  has  excited  some  little 
attention,  chiofiy  because  the  police^ 
have  prosecuted  him  successfully,  but, 
says  the  London  Lancet,  he  is  only 
one  of  very  many. 

It  is,  however,  in  connection  with 
the  naval  and  military  services  that 
the  art  of  raalingery  finds  its  chief 
exponents.  Indeed,  the  word  “malin¬ 
ger”  was  first  applied  to  the  at¬ 
tempts  of  soldiers  to  evade  arduous 
or  unpleasant  duty.  It  is  of  interest 
to  notice  the  difference  that  exists 
between  countries  in  which  conscrip¬ 
tion  prevails  and  those  in  which  only 
voluntary  service  exists.  In  the  for¬ 
mer  the  most  strenuous  exertions  arc 
sometimes  made  to  e.scape  servic)^, 
and  since  most  deformities  disqualify 
for  admission,  recruits,  or  rather 
those  who  wore  liable  to  serve  in  the 
army,  have  not  hesitated  to  inflict  on 
themselves  the  most  severs  injuries 
in  order  to  avoid  service. 

In  the  days  when  it  was  necessary 
for  a  soldier  to  bite  off  the  end  of 
the  cartridge  in  loading  his  musket 
it  was  no  uncommon  event  for  a 
man  to  have  one  or  more  teeth  ex¬ 
tracted  or  filed  down  so  as  to  ob¬ 
tain  exemption.  In  countries  such 
as  our  own  at  the  present  time, 
where  voluntury  service  exists,  we 
are  more  likely  to  find  applicants  for 
enlistment  who  attempt  to  hide  dis- 
on.se.s.  In  all  countries,  however, 
many  soldiers,  whether  they  have 
been  called  to  the  service  by  con¬ 
scription  or  have  entered  it  volun¬ 
tarily.  earnestly 

DESIRE  'ro  LEAVE  IT. 

There  is  an  old  tale,  in  all  probabil¬ 
ity  true,  that  illustrates  well  the 
trouble  which  such  a  man  will  take 
to  e.scape  from  military  service.  A 
soldier  was  seized  with  paralysis  of 
the  right  arm;  the  loss  of  imwer 
came  on  suddenly  and  without  ob¬ 
vious  cause.  Malingering  was  hus- 
pedted,  but  all  the  efforts  of  the  sur¬ 
geon  of  the  regiment  were  unavailing; 
no  proof  could  be  obtained  that  the 
paralysis  was  feigned.  The  man  was 
examined  by  two  medical  boards  and 
ultimately  ho  was  given  his  dis¬ 
charge.  As  he  went  off  from  the  bar¬ 
racks  on  the  top  of  the  coach  (it  was 
in  the  days  before  railways),  he  wav¬ 
ed  a  hearty  goodby  to  his  comrades 
with  his  paralyr(?d  arm. 
j  Probably  the  best  example  of  the 
I  perseverance  which  men  will  dispIaM 
I  in  the  attempt  to  leave  a  service 
i  which  they  detest  is  to  be  found  in 
a  case  under  the  care  oJ  Cllno.  'Phe 
patient  was  a  sailor  in  the  British 
^avy.  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that 
he  was  a  “pressed”  man.  He  fell 
on  his  bead  and  a  slight  depression 
j  of  the  skull  was  produced.  He  Im- 
I  mediately  became  unconscious  and  all 
I  efforts  to  rouse  him  failed.  He  lay 
■  quietlv  in  his  hammock  and  never 
I  moved.  He  seemed  deaf  to  uH 
'  sounds,  and  at  no  time  uttered  any 
;  word.  He  was  able  to  swallow  food, 
i  both  solid  and  liquid,  aud  indeed  be 
;  made  signs  with  his  lips  and  tongue 
j  when  he  wanted  nourishment.  He 
'  was  brought  l)ack  to  England,  but 
no  improvement  followed  and  the 
“unconsciousness”  lusted  for  thirteen 
months.  Then  it  was  resolved  to 
raise  the  depressed  portion  of  the 
bone.  Flaps  were  made,  a  trephine 
was  applied  and  the  bone  was  cut 
through.  An  elevator  wus  then  in¬ 
troduced  to  raise  the  bone,  and  us 


froqueot.ly  fail*.  The  threat  of  the 
application  of  the  actual  cautery  has 
cured  paralysis,  but  cases  have  been 
record^  ?vhore  malingerers  have  en¬ 
dured  the  cautery  on  several  occa- 
idona.  A  moa  who  simulated  blind- 
a<M  woe  placed  oa  the  edge  of  a 
jetty  aad  told  to  walk  straight  for- 
4rard.  He  stepped  out  oad  fell  iato 
the  water,  for  be  knew  that  those 
who  were  testing  him  dared  not  let 
him  drown.  In  alh(^ther  cose,  how¬ 
ever,  a  man  who  eeamed  to  have  par¬ 
alysis  of  an  arm  allowed  the  ampu¬ 
tating  knife  to  be  placed  close  to  it 
without  fiinohlhg  but  when  thrown 
into  the  river  he  etruck  out  with 
both  arms  and  ewom. 

A  very  useful  method  of  detection 
ia  the  euggeeting  of  new  signs  and 
symptoms  of  the  patient.  'Phe  sur¬ 
geon  remarks,  say  in  the  case  of  a 
paralyzed  arm— in  the  hearing  of  the 
malingerer  that  it  is  strange  that 
the  little  finger  is  flexed,  it  ought  to 
be  straight.  In  all  probability  at 
the  next  visit  the  little  finger  will 
have  assumed  the  suggested  position. 
The  more  outre  and  irregular  the 
fresh  symptom^  HUggested  by  the  sur¬ 
geon  the  more  definite  Is  the  detec- 
tioB.  In  general  anaesthesia  we  pos¬ 
sess  a  valuable  means  of  discriminat¬ 
ing  in  certain  cases  l>etween  true  and 
false  pai'alysl.n  or  contractures.  While 
the  pstient  is  just  going  under  or 
recovering  from  anaesthia  the  “par¬ 
alyzed”  limb  may  be  seen  to  move 
freely. 

DEATH  "receives  SHOCK 

NEW  INVENTION  FOR  DISPELL¬ 
ING  FOG. 


New  Triumph  of  Sir  Oliver  Lodge 
—Nature  of  the  Ap¬ 
paratus. 

Napoleon's  dictum  that  nothing  is 
impossible,  may  be  claimed  as  the 
watchword  of  science. 

The  most  recent  triumph  of  science 
is  the  discovery  of  a  method  of  dis¬ 
pelling  fogs.  What  this  moans  may 
be  understood  when  it  is  mentioned 
that,  under  heaven,  no  greater  dang¬ 
er  exists,  than  fog.  to  travel  either 
on  sea  or  land.  During  last  year 
alone,  nearly  700  lives  were  lost  on 
this  continent  in  collisions  that  were 
caused  by  fog. 

According  to  the  current  Pear¬ 
son’s  Magazine  experiments  have 
been  made  in  England  to  prove  that 
fogs  may  be  made  to  melt  by  elec¬ 
tricity  being  diachurgfed  into  the 
air. 

CREDIT  OF  DISCOVERY. 

The  credit  of  the  discovery  is  due 
to  Sir  Oliver  Lodgje,  principal  of 
Birmingham  University,  who  recent¬ 
ly  succeeded  in  dispersing  a  fog  by 
electricity,  ipr  a  space  of  from  five 
hundred  to  bight  hundred  feet. 

The  apparatus  be  employed,  re¬ 
sembles  in  some  respects  the  sending 
inntrument  used  in  wireless  tele¬ 
graphy,  comprising  a  dynamo  for 
generating  the  electric  current,  a 
transformer  for  converting  the  elec¬ 
tricity  thus  obtained  into  a  high 
pressure,  and  an  interrupter  for 
shooting  the  high-tension  electrical 
energy  into  the  air,  which  it  does, 
much  after  the  manner  of  a  hose  pro¬ 
jecting  water  into  a  burning  build¬ 
ing. 

BACK  'IX)  TYNDALL. 

The  history  of  this  apparatus  goes 
back  to '  Tyndall,  the  well-knowa 
physicist.  In  one  of  his  experiments 
'PyiKlall  heatetl  a  common  poker  red- 
hot,  and  then.  raising  a  cloud  of 
(lust  by  shaking  a  box  full  of  it,  he 
brought  (Just  and  poker  Into  contact. 

I  'I’he  result  was  that  the  dust-laden 
I  air  was  cleared  away  around  the  hot 
iron  for  several  inches.  The  dust 
was  not  burned  up.  but  the  heat 
seemed  to  repel  the  minute  particles, 
driving  them  from  it  in  every  direc- 
'  lion. 

INTERESTED  IN  DUST. 

Later  Lord  Rayleigh,  another  phy¬ 
sicist,  became  interested  in  dust,  and

Kuropatkin,  though  only  fifty- 
aeven,  has,  aftei’  a  lon^wries  «)f  re¬ 
verses,  been  superseded  ny  IJnievitch. 
said  to  he  about  sixty-five.  So  Rus¬ 
sia  is  ignoring  the  Osier  theory  111 
trying  to  find  a  man  who  can  rally 
her  scattered  forces  and  win  a  vic¬ 
tory. 

Stooswcl  Was  sixty  when  In*  lost 
Port  Arthur  after  a  heroic  defence. 
Nogi.  his  conquerer,  is  about  the 
.seme  age. 

FleM  Marshal  Oynmu.  .lapan's 
greatest  soldier,  who  has  won  an 
unbroken  series  of  victories  in  the 
present  Manchurian  camiiaign.  is 
sixty-three.  U  is  recorded  that  he 
took  part  in  hi»  first  engagement,  a 
feudal  battle,  at  the  age  of  ten.  lie 
was  a  general  at  thirty-one.  His 
first  great  victory,  the  capture  of 
Port  Arthur  from  the  C'hinese.  was 
won  when  he  was  fifty-three. 

Kuropatkin/  was  certainly  more 
successful  when  a  young  man.  He 
enteixjc  the  Russian  army  at  M*ven- 
teen.  aiKl  during  the  Russo-Turkish 
w'ar  made  a  brilliant  re<’ord  at  the 
age  of  twenty-nine. 

Von  Moltke.  in  the  F'rnnco-I’ru.s- 
sian  War.  scored  his  greatest  tri¬ 
umphs  when  seventy.

'I'HE  AMOUNT  OfN|^N 
and  discomfort  which  malingeK'r.s'are 
willing  to  endure  to  obtain  their 
discharge  is  almost  incredible,  but 
the  facts  are  well  attested.  A  limb 
has  been  held  in  u  iixed  position  for 
many  months,  and  not  even  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  the  actual  catitery  has 
Hulilced  to  move  it .  Many  men  have 
chopped  ofT  some  fingers  and  ha' e 
claimed  that  it  was  an  accident.  Men¬ 
tal  derangement  of  one  sort  or  an¬ 
other  is  a  favorite  form  of  malin- 
gei\N ,  but  the  res'ilts  usually  resem¬ 
ble  the  popular  or  stage  idea  of  in¬ 
sanity  ralhei*  than  the  true  products 
of  mental  alienation.  It  is  not  un¬ 
common  for  the  malingerer  to  com¬ 
bine  two  forms  of  insanity,  and  this 
may  be  of  xalue  in  iletection,  ^4^1  ill, 
it  is  often  very  difficult  to  be  certain 
that  a  patient  is  shamming.  'There 
are,  however,  some  phenomena  which 
cannot  be  simulated.  It  is  impossi¬ 
ble  for  a  sane  man  to  imitate  suc¬ 
cessfully  the  persistent  Insomnia 
which  often  occurs  in  the  insane;  the 
imposter  cannot  put  off  .sleep  beyond 
the  second  or  third  day  . 

Another  iiequent  motive  for  malin¬ 
gering  is  to  attract  utleiition  not  f(»r 
the  piirpose  of  obtaining  money  but 
merely  to  gain  notice.  Simulated 
joint  affect ion.s  are  not  rare  atui  there 
are  many  other  forms.  These  case.s 
merge  imper(?cptihly  into  hy.steria, 
and  indeed  in  many  hysteria  i.s  com¬ 
bined  with  the  wish  to  decei'e.  It 
is  not  improbable  that  in  some  .)i 
these  patients  there  is  a  certain  il;- 
gree  of  cutaneous  anaesthesia,  whtcT. 
renders  the  self  mutilation  more  easy 
of  accomplishment.  'There  are  other 
cau.sei^  for  simulating  disease  or  in¬ 
jury.  ’  Sometimes  it  is  done  to 
avoid  punishment,  sometimes  to 
wreak  vengeance  on  another  person 
who  is  accused  of  having  inflicted  tho 
injury.  'To  obtain  compensation  or 
injury  in  a  railway  accident  several 
lesions  nia^'  be  simulated,  and  espec¬ 
ially  those  obscure  and  ill-defined 
conditions  which  have  been  attribut¬ 
ed  to  “spinal  concussion.”  These 
latter  form  a  large  and  very  import¬ 
ant  class,  the  detection  of  the  fraud 
of  which  is  often  most  difficult. 

Sad  to  relate,  many  of  the  at¬ 
tempts  to  imitate  disease  have  led 
to  -.acrioiJH  and  irreparable  results, 
and 

EVEN  'TO  DEATH  ITSELF. 

A  man  excited  an  ulcer  in  his  leg  by 
means  of  u  copper  coin,  and  later 
gangrene  appeared,  necessitating  am¬ 
putation  below  tho  knee.  In  en¬ 
deavoring  to  excite  haemopty.sis  a 
man  swallowed  a  cork  into  which 
pins  had  been  inserted.  He  spat  up 
blood  and  became  very  emaciated 
and  then  suddenly  died  from  hemorr¬ 
hage.  At  the  necropsy  it  was  found 
tha^the  cork  and  pins  had  lodged  at 
tlic  junction  of  the  pharynx  and 
osophagua  artd  that  the  pins  had  ul¬ 
cerated  through  the  oesophageal 
walls  and  had  opened  into  the  com¬ 
mon  carotid  artery  on  both  sides. 
Children  are  great  adepts  at  feigning 
maladies,  and  they,  fr^uently  dis^ 
play  a  surprising  acquaintance  with 
the  symptoms  of  dls4>ase. 

Tile  detection  of  malingering  is  of¬ 
ten  no  easy  matter,  and  no  general 
rule  can  be  laid  down  which  will  bo 
applicable  to  all  cases.  The  mere 
threatening  of  severe  methods  of 
tneatment  it  sometimes  sticccssful  but 


air  was  cleared  away  around  the  hot 
iron  for  several  inches.

If  held  near  a 
fountain  where  the  water  tell  as  ,  a 
fine  mist,  the  little  globules  of 
water  cohered  and  n)ade  larger  drops. 

Sir  Oliver  Lodge  ofceptetl  the  re¬ 
sults  of  these  experir^nts.  but  went 
a  stej)  farthiM*.  He  wanted  to  know 
the  'vhv  and  the  whcJ'cfore  of  them. 

SIR*  OU VER’S  CONCLUSIONS. 

After  much  investigat ing.  he  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  motive  force  that 
projected  the  du.it,  was  electricity. 

A  new  ex|M»riment  was  now  tried. 
A  box  was  filled  with  smoke  instead 
of  dust.  Inside  the  box  was  a  metal 
plate  which  was  connected  by  a 
coi»per  wire  with  an  electric  ma¬ 
chine.  'The  electricity  was  turned 
on.  and  tho  smoke  wa.s  sent  scurry¬ 
ing  olt,  not  a  vestige  remaining. 

A  glas.s  boll-jar  was  next  substi¬ 
tuted  f(yr  the  box.  'The  bell-jar  wa.n 
of|uippefJ  with  two  upright  rods,  one 
teririinutiiig  in  half  a  dozen  sharp 
I>olntH,  the  other  in  a  brass  ball. 
Wires  led  to  an  electric  iiLachine.

'The  jar  was  filled  successfully  with 
lead  and  zinc  fumes  and  aquwus  va¬ 
por.  and  ill  each  xase  electrification 
WflH  followed  by  prmdpitatlori. 

«  From  these  experiments  it  was  ac¬ 
cepted  as  certain  that  electricity 
would  have  u  commercial  value  in 
the  dispersing  of  fog.n;  and  also  that 
by  discharging  electricity  into  a 
cioud  l)y  means  of  a  kite  or  balloon, 
rain  could  l>e  made  to  fall. 

.Sir  Oliver  proposes  to  erect  on 
either  sliie  of  the  River  Mersey  a 
nnn»i)er  of  fog-dispelling  stations  l)Ut 
instead  of  supplying  energy  from 
liund-operaled  electric  •maihiiies,  he 
would  use  the  regulation  dynamo, 
which  would  lie  conni‘cted  to  a  higii- 
tenmon  tiansformer— an  apparatus 
that  changes  the  low  pre.ssure  cur¬ 
rent  into  one  of  enormously  high 
pressure,  and  ot  the  sanw*  time  pro¬ 
duces  large  quantities  of  electricity, 
for  electricity  is  like  water,  in  that 
there  may  l>e  a  large  or  small 
amount  under  a  liigh  or  low 
pressure.

Buys  English  Castle  and  Restore! 

It  Beyond  Recognition.  / 

When  William  Waldorf  Astor  pur¬ 
chased  Hever  castle  in  Kent,  one  of 
the  most  perfect  survivals  of  feudal 
architecture,- in  England,  where  Anne 
Boleyn  basked  in  the  favor  of  Henry 
VTII.,  antiqiiariana  rejoiced  that  it 
had  fallen  into  sympathetic  hands, 
but  he  is  no'v  improving  it  out  of 
all  recognition.

FornuTly  Hever  castle  wa.s  one  of 
the  show  places  always  vleited  from 
Tunbildge  by  strangers,  but  is  now 
guarded  like  a  fortress,  no  one  being 
allowed  near  it.  The  cabdrivers  of 
'Tunbridge  petitioned  Mr.  Astor, 
pointing  out  the  serious  loss  they  in- 
curreij  by  his  prohibition,  but  be  ig¬ 
nored  their  appeal.

$0,000.  The  loss  is  partly  covered  by 
§2,L'00  inaursnefe.  Recently  the  hotel 
question  has  reaubed  acute  stages  iu  Marl- 
bank.  Tbe  township  by-law  limits  the 
license  to  three.  Two  of  these  are  in 
Stoco  and  one  tbe  above  hotel  in  Marlbank. 
There  is  now  an  application  for  another 
house  to  receive  a  license  in  Marlbank. 
The  church  took  up  tbe  matter  and  are 
oppo.siog  ;  promoting  a  petition  for  no 
licenses.  Probably  tbe  above  burn  out  will 
greatly  change  tbe  position  of  matters, 
and  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  who  has  supplied  the 
wants  of  tbe  travelling  public  and  locality 
for  years,  will  be  backed  op  by  public 
sympathy  and  encouraged  to  build  a  first 
class  np  to-date  brick  hotel  which  is  much 
npsdfid  in  ^arlbank.
